FINAL ISSUE AVOIDED, 
IS VIEW AT SHANGHAI

| §hanghai, April 14—The Chinese 
war has degenerated into a scramble 
/among the militarists for loot. 

| Playing a monstrous game, the rival 
armies of the northerners and the Can- 
tonese shuttlecock ‘ back and forth 
across the Yangtze merely to provide 
pretexts: for plundering. Millions of 
Chinese cfvilians throughout the 
Yangtze valley have suffered outrages 
worse than any that have occurred 
since the Taiping rebellion. 

One day the Northerners capture 
Pukow and haul down the Cantonese 
flags at Nanking and the next day the 
Cantonese recover the territory. It is 
a futile seesaw without a prospect of 
improvement. 

No Final Issue Sought. 

The worst phase of the situation is 
that neither the Northerners nor the 
Cantonese appear able or willing to 
force the campaign to a final issue. 
Foreign military experts believe it is 
improbable that the Cantonese will 
meke substantial progress north of 
Shantung. 

If the Cantonese ever occupy Peking 
and Tientsin it will be through agita- 
tion rather than fighting. Having ad- 
vanced a few hundred miles north of 
Nanking, the Cantonese suffered an 
overwhelming defeat, indicating that 
the Shantung troops under Chang 
Tso-Lin are determined to put up a 
formidable resistance. 

It ig reported that Chang recently 
received generous support from Japan, 
which is anxious to protect Manchuria 
YTOnT Wiiitonese radicalism. 

The disorganized nature of the fight- 
ing north of Nanking has prompted the 
powers to redouble the precautions for 
the defense of Shanghai. British air- 
planes today were landed and encir- 
cled the city as a warning to the ir- 
responsible mobs in the native city that 
the authorities will not tolerate an in- 
vasion of the international settlement. 

Ammunition Confiscated. 

The seriousness of the menace to the 
settlement was shown when it was re- 
vealed that 4,000 guns and 800,000 
| rounds of ammunition were confiscated 
| by the Cantonese soldiers during yes- 
| terday’s raids upon labor agitators. 
The weapons were concealed by labor- 
| ers residing on the edge of the settle- 
ment. 

From Hankow come reports that the 

85 Americans who remained there 
| against the advice of American Consul 

General Gauss are threatened with 

mob violence. The lawless element at 

Hankow is beyond control. A navy 

wireless dispatch said: 
| “The foreigners who remain at Han- 

kow face daily personal danger, with 
| the possibility of a sudden outbreak.”

FALL AND SINCLAIR 
GUNOPIRAGT CHARGE 
TO BE TRIED MAY 20 


Hitz. Compromises Date 
When Defense Insists 
on April 25. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Judge William Hitz, of the District 
Supreme court, yesterday ordered the 
Fall-Sinclair conspiracy trial post- 
poned until May 23, thereby refusing 
the government’s motion for a six 
months’ postponement and likewise re- 
fusing the defense’s plea to have the 
trial begin on April 25, the date set. 

The general expectation that the 
court would grant the government’s 
motion as a matter of course did not 
materialize. 

“It is so unusual for defendants ask- 
ing to be tried that I am not disposed 
to refuse their appeal,” Justice Hitz 
remarked, after George P. Hoover, of 
counsel for Sinclair, had earnestly 
pleaded with the court to deny the 
governmént’s-motion for delay. 


May 23 Last Available Day. 


Finally; .after Owen J. Roberts had 
added his appeal midst charges by 
Hoover that the government counsel do 
not live up to stipulations with coun- 
sel.for the defense, the one month’s de- 
lay was granted as a.compromise. But 
Justice Hitz added that May 23 as 
the latest date that could be set if the 
case is to be taken up at this term of 
the court. 

Hoover wanted the court to insist 
upon written and filed stipulations be- 
tween counsel that the trial would ac- 
tually commence at the date named, but 
Justice Hitz said the counsel would 
have to settle that matter among them- 
selves. Thus the government counsel 
are free to come into court at a later 
date and ask for another postpone- 
ment, but Justice Hitz, Judging by his 
temper yesterday, will not be disposed 
unduly to postpone the trial, especially 
as he commented on the fact that the 
indictment had been pending since 
May 27, 1925, and he seemed impressed 
by the expressed desire of the defend- 
ants, Harry F. Sinclair and Albert B. 
Fall, to come into court and stand trial. 

Apart from the reasons given in the 
government’s brief for desiring the de- 
lay, Roberts frankly told the court that 
he needed additional witnesses, includ- 
ing H. M. Blackmer and J. C. O'Niel, 
who are in Europe, to prove the gov- 
ernment’s charge beyond a reasonable 
doubt.

DONS OXYGEN HELMET 
IN RARE ATMOSPHERE 


Takes Off From. Anacostia 
Station; In the Air Hour 
and 20 Minutes. 


Lieut. George R. Henderson, of the 
navy, flying from the naval air station 
at Anacostia yesterday afternoon, estab- 
lished a new world altitude record for 
seaplanes, according to expert, though 
unofficial, readings of his instruments 
at the end of a Aight of an hour and 
20 minutes. 

Lieut. Henderson was unaccompanied 
and his plane carried a load of 1,102 
pounds. He reached an altitude of more 
than 22,200 feet, bettering the old 
world record by more than 2,000 feet. 
The old record of 20,200 feet was made 
last December by A. Passaleva at Sesbo 
Calenda, Italy. 

The flight was made in a new navy 
standard observation Chance Vought 
corsair seaplane, and was begun with- 
out any previous announcement that 
an effort would be made to establish 
& new record. 

Navy officials were jubilant, although 
restrained in their comment, when the 
height altitude by Lieut. Henderson 
had been checked on his instruments 
by experts after he had returned to 
earth. 


Official Check Planned. 


They were confident that a second and 
careful official] check would sustain the 
result of the first study of the instru- 
ments and definitely establish the new 
record altitude. 

Lieut. Henderson began his record- 
breaking flight at 3:25 o’clock in the 
afternoon. He landed at 4:45 o'clock. 

Lieut. Henderson was forced to use 


his record. He donned the helmet at a 
height of 15,000 feet, he said. after he 
landed, and kept it on while he was 
going on up for his world record and 
on his way down to earth again until 
he returned to the 15,000-foot level, 
when he removed it. 

A temperature: of 8 degrees below 
zero was encountered at the maximum 
height, the record showed. 

Lieut. Henderson was appointed chief 
pilot of the navy test board last year. 
On October 25, 1924, in the course of 
@ naval aircraft meet at Bay Shore, 
Md., he established eight new world 
records for seaplanes under varying 
conditions. 

Navy Chiefs View Flight. 

Rear Admiral William A. Moffett, 
chief of the navy bureau of aeronau- 
tics, and other high officials of the 
navy were present to watch the ef- 
fort of Lieut. Henderson for a record. 

Porter Adams, president of the Na- 
tional Aeronautical association; Glenn 
L. Martin and Henry A. Berliner, of 
the aeronautical association, were the 
Official observers of the flight for the 
purpose of checking it for a record. 

The plane’s instruments were care-

100 KILLED OF INJURED 


City of Mendoza Reports 16 
Known Dead; 9 Die in 
Santiago, Chile. 


VAST AREA IS SHAKEN 


Mendoza, Argentina, April 14 (By A 
P,)—At least sixteen persons were 
killed and more than 50 injured in this 
city by an earth tremor which shook 
the city at 2:30 o’clock this morning 
and lasted 20 seconds. 

The full toll of the quake, the 
strongest felt in Mendoza in 30 years, 
was not definitely known late today. 
Police reports showed that several 
buildings collapsed and many others 
were damaged. 

Reports trickling in from the in- 
terior of the province of Mendoza indi- 
cated. that the toll of dead and in- 
Jured was likely to reach 100. 

In one section of the city alone 
fourteen houses collapsed. The popu- 
lace still was panic-stricken tonight, 
most of the people refusing to return 
to their homes in fear of a recurrence 
of the shock. 

Santiago, Chile, April 14 (By A. P.).— 
A strong earthquake, lasting almost a 
minute, wh’'h was felt over a 1,000- 
mile stretch of the Chilean coast to- 
day, took the lives of at least 9 per- 
sons and caused the injury of fully 60 
more.

Acosta and Chamberlin Land at Roosevelt Field After 
51 Hours and 11 Minutes in Air—Frenchmen’s 
Record Beaten by 6 Hours. 


New York, April 14 (By A. P.).— 
Two American aviators who wouldn't 
“give up the stick” until it was dead 
and the gas tank dry, today rode.down 
every world record for continuous fly- 
ing when they passed, as partway mile- 
posts, first the 36-hour American 
record, then the 45-hour French dura- 
tion record, and finally, their own 
scheduled 50-hour stunt in the air. 
The record-breaking fliers were Civilian 
Aviator Bert Acosta, who abandoned 
auto racing for even more daring feats, 
and Clarence Duncan Chamberlin. 
They used a light, trim, silver and 
lemon colored monoplane, built 
Giuseppe M. Bellanca. 

The record, spam out perilously as 
the gas ran lower and lower in the tank 
half a mile above Roosevelt field, brings 
back to America the “duration” title, 
at,61 hours; 11 minutes and 20 seconds. 

The fliers, pursuing in the last hours 
a shortening course back and forth 
above the turf mat of Roosevelt and 
Mitchel fields, coasted down the wind, 
after two or three breathlessly watched 
banks and dips, at 12:42 this after-

noon, and taxied smoothly along the 
same crowd-bordered runway from 
which they took off Tuesday morning,

“The four types of odor are ‘fragrant, 
acid, burnt and caprylic.’ Odors are 
considered as stimulating these nerves 
by different degrees of intensity which 
may be represented by numbers. 

“The complete description of any 
odor is made possible by a four digit 
number, in which the odor of the digits 
follows a simple arbitrary arrangement 
—that of odor of interest for most 
people. 

“As an example of this code, the 
odor of rose may be stated as 6423, the 
odor of acetic acid 3803 and that of 
freshly roasted coffee as 7683.” 

Scientists may now pick out their 
odors by numbers and thus simplify 
their processes, declared the authors, 
who explained that *‘a list of materials 
has been assembled which will enable 
anyone, ahywhere, to set up standards. 
With these standards one may use the 
system either for description of odors 
or the sensing of odors from the 
numbers.”

MERCHANTS UPHOLD 
NO-PARKING PERMITS 


Elimination of the Shipping 
Spaces Would Cripple Busi- 
ness, Says Committee. 


The traffic director’s right to estab- 
lish “no parking” spaces in front of 
shipping entrances of business houses 
was upheld by the traffic section of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers associa- 
tion meeting yesterday to consider the 


statement of Corporation Counsel Fran- 
cis Stephens declaring such permits in- 
valid, 

Asserting that such a ruling, if put 
in effect, would cripple business, the 
commiittee pointed out that the meér- 
chants are not given the exclusive right 
to the spaces marked “no parking.”

Under the original act of Congress 
the traffic director was empowered to 
make reasqnable regulations with re- 
gard to parking and speeding, the com- 
mittee said. -The members will confer 
with the District commissioners in an 
effort to untangle the problem.

OLD CHINESE BOOKS 
GIFT TO U. S. LIBRARY 


Collection of Classics Num- 
ber 120 Volumes and Are 
Largest in China. 


One hundred and twenty volumes 
of the thirteen Chinese classics have 
just been received by the Library of 
Congress through the Chinese minister, 
Sao-Ke Alfred Sze, it was announced 
yesterday. 

The books were published recently 
by Sao-Tseng Sze in China, and are 
the gift of the publisher’s son, Dr. 
Philip T. ¥. Sze, who is a graduate of 
Central High school here, and now 
head of a hospital in China. Dr. Sze 
was formerly an interne at George 
Washington hospital, and resident phy- 
sician at Columbia hospital. 

Thé collection of classics is said to 
be one of the largest to be found with- 
out China. The “Yi King, Book of 
Changes,” is probably the oldest book 
still in use in the world. It was writ- 
ten 2,000 years before Homer wrote 
the Iliad, being ascribed to Fu Hsi, 
about 32, B. C. Another classic is 
the “Shi King, Book of Odes,” a col- 
lection of rhymed ballads which Con- 
fucius loved and praised. The classics 
form one of the greatest repositories of 
human thougkt in the world, ranking 
with the greatest that any nation has 
produced.

Dispatches through 
Spain this afternoon estimated the ma- 
terial damage at 650,000,000 pesetas, 
roughly $10,000,000. 

Several buildings were swept off the, 
Gibraltar coast and the piérs and vil/ 
lage there are inundated, the popula- 
tion being forced to flee. 

In Melilla, on the Moroccan coast, 
buildings were blown down by a wind 
of hurricane force, and the shops even 
in the protected quarters were obliged 
to close. All activities have ceased ex- 
cept ineffective attempts to rescue those 
in distress at sea. There were many 
casualties in the collapse of buildings 
at Melilla and elsewhere, dispatches 
say, but thus far no check-up of the 
number has been possible. 

The British cargo steamer Collingdale 
was blown ashore near Melilla. A hy- 
droairplane dropped a line aboard in an 
effort to take off the crew. (Dispatches 
through Gibraltar say the Collingdale’s 
crew were taken off.) 

The Norwegian steamer Balto and the 
Greek steamer Nicolas Peteras also 
went ashore, and were reported in dan- 
gerous positions.

Strength in City Alliance.. 


Conditions in a State-wide campaign 
will be entirely different from those 
that existed at Harrisburg. There Vare 
and Mofin, for they were together on 
the matter of old age pensions, could 
do but little with the rural delegations. 

In a primary campaign, however, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, “turned 
out” the way the two bosses can do the 
trick, are almost enough to carry the 
State. Vare in the election, for in- 
stance, carried only ten counties of 
the State other than those which form 
the two big cities. In a half a dozen 
of those counties his majority Was 
negligible over Wilson. The Democratic 
candidate was strong enough to come 
down to Philadelphia with a majority 
of 50,000, but by the time the machine 
had finished its work in Philadelphia 
Vare was declared the winner by more 
than 150,000. 

A coalition between Vare and Morin 
on the same slate in the primary would 
be hard to beat, many observers be- 
lieve. Vare won in the last primary 
despite the fact that he did not carry 
Pittsburgh over George Wharton Pep- 
per, so that when aligned with Morin 
on an all-for-both basis his strength in 
the party fight would probably be ine 
creased. Should the situation be com- 
plicated by the entry of a few more 
candidates for the senatorship, and sev- 
€ral incipient booms are already in the 
making, the task of the two bosses 
would be made all the easier. 

All that is needed still to make open 
and acknowledged warfare between the 
divergent elements is for Vare to dis- 
avow Reed. He has not done that and 
probably will avoid doir~ it as long as 
possible. Even there he has everything 
Senator 
Reed can hardly afford to abandon the 
fight which he began in the Sixty-ninth 
Congress, but even if he did it does not 
seem possible now that any shift’ he 


to*Vare.

LJQUOR STILL POURING, 
DESPITE ONSLAUGHTS 


New Smuggling Channels Es- 
tablished as Old Ones 
Are Bottled Up. 


By WALTER H. ATKINS. 
Continuance in office of Brig. Gen. 
Lincoln C. Andrews as “prohibition gen- 
eralissimo,” which today seems an as- 
sured fact, means, among other*things, 


safe and sane methods, as distinguished 
from “circus tactics,” in administering 
the liquor laws. Andrews for the past 
year has had a tough time trying to 
uproot many of the flambouyant meth- 
ods, so long in vogue, but he has suc- 
ceeded fairly well. 

Andrew's policy, which has the full 
sanction of Secretary Mellon, is both 
liberal and sensible and has been shown 
in actual practice to be practical. This 
policy has been to safeguard the rights 
of private citizens, as far as may be 
ble, from interference or persecu- 
tion; upholding and protecting the 
rights of legitimate business interests 
holding permits under the permissive 
provision of the Volstead law; the con- 
centration of the government’s forces 
in breaking up the big sources of liquor 
supply; and leaving to the States and 
municipalities wherever possible the 
handling of purely local situations 
growing out of Volstead law violations. 
Andrews is after the big fellows in 
the liquor game. He is not bothered 
so much with the small bootleg opera- 
tors or the small distillers who make 
and peddle ten gallons or so of corn or 
rye. It is the so-called “booze kings” 
who engineer the large liquor rings 
that Andrews wants to round up and 
send to the penientiary. He maintains 
there is enough for the relatively small 
force at his command to do, if it is 
concentrated upon the fellows who deal 
in illicit liquor by the shiploads or car- 
loads, and who all too frequently for 
his official comfort are getting away 
with the game without detection. 


Decentralization Program. 


The aim of Gen. Andrews is to carry 
forward his mass attacks on these prin- 
cipal liquor sources in the future until 
they are eliminated as a liquor problem. 
He believes that the decentralization 
program which he previously put into 
effect has met with great success, 
although it has shown both weaknesses 
and advantages. It is thought to be a 
worth-while plan, however, and will be 
continued. ‘ 

One of the greatest benefits from 
decentralization—the enlargemient of 
the fleld forces and regrouping them 
along judicial district lines—has been 
to remove some of the embarrassments 
to legitimate liquor users and dispen- 
sers. Persons so engaged have permits 
from the Treasury under the nonbever- 
age clauses of the law. It is the belief 
of the Treasury that it is helping legi- 
timate businegs, in proportion to the 
success that may be achieved in elimi- 
nating the illegitimate liquor industry. 
As in the past, attacks upon the com- 
mercialized liquor traffic will be directed 
at these principal sources, given in the 
order of their relative importance: 
First, smuggling of imported liquors, 
the most conspicuous source of supply; 
second, industrial alcohol which is di- 
verted from legitimate to illegitimate 
channels, and third, the domestic man- 
ufacturer. 


Continues to Pour. 


In spite of the terrific onslaughts 
made on these three principal liquor 
objectives, however, enforcement au- 
thorities find that liquor continues to 
pour in an almost engulfing flood. The 
coasts are blockaded and rum rows are 
abolished. New streams of liquor then 
begin rushing through other channels.

method of closer supervision of ship- 
ping at British ports. This government 
is supplying England with records of 
recognized wet ships, kept over the 
past three or four years, On this evi- 
dence the British are more closely 
‘watching liquor shipments leaving 
British ports. The plan of this gov- 
ernmént is to extend such “working 
agreements” against liquor smugffers 
to other governments. 


Smugglers Shift Operations. 

But, when cut off at one point -or 
area, the smugglers get busy and find 
other means of ingress. Routed from 
the north Atlantic coast, they have 
shifted their operations to the lower 
Atlantic and gulf coasts, and more re- 
cently have enlarged their operations 
on the Pacific coast. Smuggling also is 
increasing ovér the Canadian and 
Mexican boundaries. 

The government will renew on a 

larger scale its attacks on the “gin in- 
dustry” by trying to check the flow 
of industrial alcohol now being di- 
verted. This is now the main source 
of liquor diversion. To do this the 
government will concentrate its efforts 
on the independent denaturing plants 
as well as the manufacturers. Gen. 
Andrews estimates that the goverrr- 
ment stopped at least 16,000,000 gal- 
lons of alcohol from being diverted to 
bootleg channels last year. But it still 
pours from the bunghole. It is diffi- 
cult to prove alcohol diversions. The 
manufacturer or distiller must be cited 
for. héaring, and unless the govern- 
ment has conclusive proof against him, 
he can resort to the courts and force 
the restoration of his permit. 
. Besides the operations against smug- 
glers and industrial alcohol diversions, 
the policy will be to follow up more 
vigorously the Treasury’s plans to stop 
diversions of medicinal liquors from 
druggists and wholesalers, to reduce the 
volume of sacramental winé that is now 
going into bootleg hands, and to check 
if possible a flood of high-powered béer 
from breweries operating under gov- 
ernment permits. As the prohibition 
forces are now constituted, the govern- 
ment lacks adequate strength to tackle 
the illicit moonshining problem with 
any hope of but slight success. That 
is one of the problems of the distant 
future, after the other principal objects 
of attack are attained. , 


Comparatively Few Detected. 


Hundreds of thousands of moon- 
shiners are believed to be operating, 
but the proportion of those detected is 
comparatively small. Seven years of 
prohibition has seen a quick change in 
the viewpoint of the average farmer. 
This is not an indictment of the tillers 
of the soil as a whole, but it is recog- 
nized now as a fact that an unusually 
large percentage of farmers adhere to 
the belief that it is no moral wrong to 
convert a $1.50 bushel of rye or corn 
into four gallons of distilled liquor, for 
which a ready market pays $20 or up- 
ward, . 

It’s a poor moonshiner who can not 
make liquor for 40 cents a gallon, and 
some produce it for as low as 30 cents 4 
gallon. However prolific the farmer 
liquor maker may be, and it is realized 
he is becoming more skilled in the art 
and enlarging his field of operations, 
the government’s policy now contem- 
plates leaving such enforcement prob- 
lems to the States and municipalities 
except in situations where failure of 
the States or municipalities to cooper- 
ate, remedial action by the Federal 
government becomes imperative, in the 
interests of public order and law ob- 
se>vance.

RADIO COMMISSION 
GRANTS 38 PERMITS 


Broadcasting Stations Recog- 
nized Are in Various 
Parts of Country. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Temporary permits to continue oper- 
ation were granted yesterday by the 
radio commission to 38 broadcasting 
Stations located in various parts of the 
United States. These permits are in 
addition to the 26 announced prvevious- 
ly. It is expected that a series of per- 
mits will be granted daily until all of 
the 732 stations now operating have 
been temporarily licensed or otherwise 
disposed of. 

Only two causes so far have been as- 
signed for the denial of temporary per- 
mits, one being that the station af- 
fected uses a channel reserved for Ca- 
hadian broadcasting services, and the 
other that during recent operation it 
shifted to a new channel. 

The permits are necessitated by the 
recently enacted radio control act, and 
unless stations have obtained them by 
April 24, operators wili be liable to 
fine and imprisonment if they con- 
tinue service.

Baged in the great war served to turn the 
minds of many toward the making and. im- 
provement of military equipment. The War 
Department acknowledges that a nonexpert 
civilian may have acquired ideas and experi- 
@nces during a few months of contact with 
Weapons of war which may today be worth 
Yery serious consideration on the part of those 
officers who are charged with the duty of 
keeping the American army equipment up to 
gate. Until it became necessary for the United 
States to look outside the limits-of the 48 
States for information concerning military 
équipment it was difficult, almost impossible, 
for an American inventor to get a hearing for 
himself or a test for his invention either in the 
grmy or the navy. 

* For instance the “Hotchkiss gun’. was in- 
vented by an American who never could get 
Ris weapon adopted by his own country. But 
he established a factory in Europe and when 
the “Itata affair’’ threatened to embroil this 
country with Chile, ‘“‘Hotchkiss guns’? were 
ordered in such numbers that a factory had 
to be started on this side of the Atlantic. 

In the early months of 1882 the War De- 
partment conducted a series of tests of various 
types of magazine rifles, of which several 
were reported to be desirable as equipment 
for army use. Yet when American troops 
were dispatched to Cuba sixteen years later 
many of them' were armed with the old Spring- 
field single cartridge rifle of civil war days. 

So also it was with the adoption of smoke- 
less powder as ammunition. Representatives 
Hilborn, of California, spent the six years pre- 
ceding the Spanish war endeavoring to get the 
authorities ‘to adopt that modern compound in- 
stead of the old-fashioned ‘“‘saltpeter.’’ But 
the cartridges of/Shafter’s army were. mostly 

arged with the old-fashioned black powder, 
Which exhibited the location of every Amer- 
igan rifleman to the better equipped enemy.

WORLD’S ENDURANCE FLIGHT. 
At 12:42 o'clock yesterday affernoon, 51 
hours and 12 minutes after it had taken off 
from Roosevelt flying field in Long Island, the

compteted—the American continuous flying 
record of slightly more than 36 hours and the 
duration flight record of a plane refueted in the 
air of 37 hours and 15 minutes. e designer 
of the plane has announced that it will be over- 
hauled immediately and éntered in competition 
,for the Orteig prize, offered to the pilot who 
first flies a plane between New York and Paris. 

It was for the purpose of testing the plane 
for the transatlantic flight that the record- 
breaking flight was attempted. Actually it cov- 
ered during its more than 50 hours in the air 
a mileage considerably in excess of the distance 
between New York and Paris. On the basis of 
the time required for the Alcock-Brown flight 
from Newfoundland to Ireland, Acosta and 
Chamberlain were in the air long enough to 
have flown almost three times across the At- 
lantic, and had covered more than the equiva- 
lent of a flight from New York to San Francisco 
and return. 

The success of the New York-Paris flight 
seems to be assured, either in this plane or in 
one of the several others which are being con- 
ditioned for the attempt. It is. significant that 
this new record, unlike most others, has been 
accomplished by civilian aviators, flying a com- 
mercially designed and built ship. Now that 
the ice has been broken it seems certain that 
other commercial aircraft companies, realizing 
the advertising advantages accruing from such 
spectacular demohstrations of their product, 
will enter planes in competition. Genuine 
progress in the air will be the inevitable result. 

The twelve months just passed have wit- 
nessed notable progress in the development of 
aircraft. Tragedies have taken their toll of life 
and have tended to hinder the progress pre- 
viously made in establishing public confidence. 
The cost of pioneering has been great, but the 
tendency nevertheless is toward public accep- 
tafice of this twentieth century mode of travel. 
Acosta, Chamberlain, Byrd, Pinedo and a score 
of others have performed and are performing 
inValuable service to mankind. 


OPERA IN WASHINGTON, 


A significant sign of Washington’s grotvth 
and prestige as a musical center is: found in 
the announcement of the forthcoming visit 
during Easter week of the Metropolitan Opera 
company, of New York, which has not been 
heard in the Capital. since that memorable 
spring of 1908, when Caruso headed the Metro- 
' politan hosts and the name of Gatti-Casazza 
had not come to full. fame in America. 

For more years than one cares to remember, 
the Metropolitan has been passing through 
Washington on its way to Atlanta, where the 
annual spring ‘‘season’”’ of the great New York 
opera company has long been one of the major 
artistic boasts of the Southland. 

- This year, however, Washington receives the 
musical recognition of a Metropolitan visit and, 
from present indications, the financial success 
of the engagement appears practically assured 
—no small achievement, indeed, when one 
considers that Washington’s expected crowd of 
100,000 Easter visitors is still ignorant of the 
musical treat that the Capital holds in store 
for them as an added attraction. . 

‘ Every true Washingtonian naturally hopes 
that the Metropolitan’s first visit in nineteen 
years will prove an unqualified success, for it 
is no small thing for a city, even a capital, to 
be able to offer its Easter visitors a Metro- 
politan opera ‘“‘season’’ which may become an 
annual event if the city gives definite assur- 
ance at this time of a desire for opera on a 
grand scale, 

The season of 1926-27, which brings the 
Metropolitan, also brought to Washington the 
other outstanding American opera organiza- 
tion—the Chicago Civic Opera company. With 
Washington on the map as a port of call for 
the Metropolitan and Chicago opera companies, 
and with an actual start already made toward 
the formation of its own symphony orchestra, 
the Capital’s musical future is bright, indeed. 


REFORESTATION IN THE EAST. 


On the very day that the American Forest 
week committee sent out a special article di- 
recting attention to the need for a strong ef- 
fort to stir up sentiment for reforestation of 
the Northeastern States, 200 forest fires were 
raging in Massachusetts. In all the New Eng- 
land States, as well as.on Long island, fires in 
the woods this spring have been more numer- 
ous than. ever. 

This, however, should not serve to discour- 
age the American Forestry association in its 
laudable work for the regtoration of the jim- 
ber covering the hiandicsaes hills. ‘‘Ex- 
tending from Maine to Maryland,. the North- 
eastern section of the country has traveled the 
farthest in the general cycle of timber de- 
pletion,’’ says the committee, for “beginning 
in the earliest.colonial times the cutting of 
lumber in the Northeastern States up to 1870 
afforded the prineipal source of supply for the 
entire United States.” In the early days this 
region contained over 108,000,000 acres of 
forest land. Much of this was hemlock’ and 
pine, of which only a small -fraction remains. 
The last remnant of the virgin forest of Con- 
necticut was cut within the last decade. To- 
day less than 30 per cent. of the lumber con- 
sumed in the Northeastern section is produced 
‘therein; although Maine and New York, and 
to a lesser degree Pennsylvania and New 
Hampshire, still supply the largest amount of 
pulp wood for the paper mills.

MORE PEANUTS. 

There could be no better time than the 
opening of the 1927 baseball season in which 
to herald: the newest discovery of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, that increased yields of 
peanuts may sometimes be obtained through 
closer planting than is now practiced. The 
department has been conducting tests in co- 
operation with the South Carolina agricultural 
experiment station, under as nearly uniform 
soil and cultural conditions as could be ob- 
tained, over a period of three seasons, 


burg sandy loam with a yellow clay subsoil, 
Was prepared in accordance with standard 
practices and given an application of 500 
pounds of ground limestone. Wight hundred 
pounds per acre of a mixed fertilizer contain- 
ing nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash were 
then applied and. worked in. Only improved 
Spanish goobers were used for seeding. 

The best results were obtained with three- 
inch spacing in rows two and a half feet apart 
the average yields per acre under this method 
of planting having been for the first season 
848 pounds of nuts and 2,444 pounds of peanut 
hay, for the second season 800 pounds of nuts 
and 1,608 pounds of hay, and for the third 
season 345 pounds of nuts and 1,314 pounds 
of hay. The latter crop was held back by 
unusually unfavorable weather conditions. 

The goober season is at hand. Baseball 
fans will consume tons of these indispensable 
adjuncts during the coming six months. The 
circus has opened:in New York and soon will 
be on the road, drawing hungry hordes whose 
appetites can be satisfied only with peanuts. 
Growers of this important crop will do well to 
anticipate the demand and send to the depart- 
ment for its booklet entitled ‘“‘Effect of Plant- 
ing Distances and Time of Shelling Seed on 
Peanut Yield#,”’ which explains, as its title 
indicates, how to get the most goobers out of 
an acre, 


EXPORTS OF FRUITS. 


United States exports of fresh fruits in 1926 
had a value of about $53,000,000, as against 
$42,000,000 in 1925. In 1922 the total value 
of fruits exported was only $22,000,000. The 
large apple crop. of 1926, combined with the 
short crop in Europe, accounts for this increase 
of exports of fresh fruits in 1926 over 1925. 

The commercial apple crop of last year filled 
23,000,000 barrels, valued at more than $160,- 
000,000. The orange yield of 1926 was more 
than 35,000,000 boxes, valued at approximately 
$150,000,000. The grapefruit crop was about 
8,900,000 boxes, valued at more than $50,000,- 
000. The 1926 crop of lemons was some 
7,200,00Q boxes, valued at approximately $ 25,- 
000,000. More than 100,000,000 pounds of 
berries of various kinds were grown in 1926, 
valued at some $15,000,000.

uary 16, 1833—which was a mere notice 
of the arrival of a new governor. 

From 1767 to 1822 California was 
ruled by governors directly under the 
sovereignty of Spain.

With the aid of these a handbill was 
struck off, announcing the governor's 
arrival, which is now conceded to be 
the first printing done in the State. 
With this handbill there were dis- 
tributed copies of a proclamation, 
which he had printed before leaving 
Mexico, in which the official declared: 

“The laws will be my guide, and 
never shall an arbitrary policy of dis- 
order deprive you of the Just and mod- 
erate liberty secured in the compact 
of our institutions.” 


The California pioneer, of printing 
died at San Juan Bautista, September 
2% 1835.

| April issue of the Atlantic Monthly 
| contains a most interesting article on 
| Canberta, Australia, the to-be “Garden 
| city” of the world. Canberra is Aus- 


| tralia’s capital city, in a federal dis- 


‘trict more than 900 miles in extent. 

| The plat of the city is very similar 
'to that of our Capital city, with many 
| broad avenues radiating from the Cap- 
ttol building, but more generously sup; 
| plied with parks and other recreationa! 
| facilities within the city limits. 

| The recent interest taken by the 
| State of Virginia and the State of Mary- 
land in providing generously for parks 
in the vicinity of Washington, which 
will practically surround the District of 
Columbia, suggests that these two 
| States have been taking a leaf out of 


| the notebook of the parliament of Aus- 


| tralia. The Australian parliament has 
provided that a belt immediately sur- 
rounding the city of “12 square miles, 
or over 150 square miles,” will be re- 
served for parks and public purposes.” 
The city proper covers about 4 square 
miles, the city district about 64 square 
miles, and the federal district more 
than 900 square miles—all owned by 
the commonwealth of Australia, 

Let ts hope that the park planning 

commissioners of the States of Mary- 
land and Virginia, and the Capital park 
and planning commission will so work 
together that the Capital city of the 
United States may become the “Garden 
city” of the world instead c* Can- 
berra, Australia. To win this proud 
title against the ambitious efforts of 
the city planners of. Australia will be 
no easy task. 
. The Australian parliament in creat- 
ing the federal district, wisely provided 
that the parliament should retain orig- 
inal and exclusive jurisdiction over the 
entire district in all matters whatso- 
ever; in fact, it owns in fee simple all 
lands within the district except a few 
square miles outside the city proper, 
which are to be bought under con- 
demnation proceedings.

commercial attache C. C. Brooks, at 
Santiago, Chile. 

The Chilean producers heretofore 
have sold nitrate of soda through the 
Nitrate Producers’ association. The 
high price fixed by the association, how- 
eve-, allowed German producers of 
synthetic nitrogen to introduce their 
product in former Chilean markets, and 
reduce seriously the demand for nitrate 
of soda.

‘ TOO SMALL FOR GROUP 


First Quarters of Organization 
Were on F. Street 
at Twelfth. 


Founded in 1905, the Young Women’s 
Christian association of Washington 
has grown steadily in membership and 
breadth of activities until today it Ooc- 
cupies several buildings, including a 
newly erected and dedicated headquar- 
ters at Seventeenth and K_ Streets 
northwest, which is one of the most 
modern of its type in the country. 

Permanent organization of the Y. 
W. C. A. was effected in June, 1905, 
and its first quarters were in rooms 
rented at Twelfth and F streets north- 
west, for which Miss Helén M, Gould, 
of New York, paid the rent for the first 
year and the late S. W. Woodward, of 
Washington, paid the salary of a paid 
secretary for the first year. 


Three years later in the course of 
which the association had grown stead- 
ily, the first chapter was formed in 
Mount Pleasant. Today there are sev- 
eral additional chapters. Located in 
different sections of the city, these 
have a total membership of 533 and are 
designated by the section in which 
they are located. The chapters are 
Bloomingdale, Chevy Chase, Cleveland 
Park, Dupont, Georgetown, Mount 
Pleasant, Park View, Piney Branch and 
Princeton. Gallaudet college is rep- 
resented by another special group com- 
prisizig 53 members. 


Sites Too Small. 


Construction of the new seven-story 
headquarters, which was built by the 
William P. Lipscomb Co., Inc., was be- 
gun only after the association had suc- 
cessively purchased and sold three sites 
because they were found to be too 
small to meet the growth of the asso- 
ciation. A campaign to raise bullding 
funds was conducted in 1912, but the 
funds raised were not sufficient to carry 
Out first plans and a site was pur- 
chased at Thirteenth and I streets 
This site was sold in Octo- 
ber, 1922, at a profit and a second site 
was purchased on Twelfth street in 
April, 1924, but this also was found to 


+ be inadequate and was sold in June, 


1925, and the Seventeenth and K street 
site, on which the new building stands, 
was purchased subsequently. 


In the meantime the properties of 
the association were added ‘to through 
gifts. In 1909 Dr. Joseph Tabor John- 
son gave an acre of land in Cherrydale, 
Va., and on it the Indoor-Outdoor club, 
composed of business women, built 
Vacation Lodge there for the associa- 
tion. The Chevy Chase chapter, in 
1912, purchased an additional one and 
a half acres of land for the lodge. 


Back to F Street. 


The association moved from its quar- 
ters at 936 F street northwest in 1915 
after the building had been declared 
unsafe, and took up quarters in the 
Federal bank building at Fourteenth 
and G streets northwest, remaining 
there until 1919, when the purpose of 
the bank to construct its new building 
made another move necessary. This 
time it was to the Adams building, on 
F street, which was remodeled and 
used as administrative headquarters 
and recreational center. The property 
was sold in 1923, and headquarters was 
moved to 614 E street northwest, which 
had been acquired in the interim and 
had been used as a branch building. 

The Vacation Lodge property. had 
been increased in size again in 1922,

R. G. Klotz, engineer for the public 
‘utilities commission, yesterday recom- 
mended abandonment of three one- 
man street car routes of the Washing- 
ton Railway & Electric Co. and the 
substitution therefor of three other 
routes. The company has agreed to his 

posal and a public hearing will be 
eld by the commission soon. In the 
Meantime the members of the commis- 
gion are desirous of obtaining opin- 
fons from street car patrons on the 
proposed changes. 


The line now running from Brook- 
land south in North Capitol street to 
G street, thence to Eleventh and Mon- 
roe streets northwest, would be sup- 

lanted by one running from Brook- 

nd to the wharves via G and Four- 
teenth streets. 

Another line would operate from 
Bleventh and Monroe streets to Ana- 
costia and Congress Heights, and 
would supplant the present Central 

h school-Anacostia line. 

The third proposed change is to stop 
the Le Droit park cars at the Treas- 
ury, instead of running them to the 
wharves. 

Trackage of all the lines would re- 
Main the same, except that the Ana- 
costia cars would be taken off Ninth 
street from G street to Florida avenue 
and would run on Eleventh street in- 
stead. 


Never Considered Satisfactory. 


Klotz said in his report to the com- 
mission: 

“The present routes never have been 
considered entirely satisfactory, but 
have been allowed to continue for sev- 
eral years in order to observe the de- 
velopment of each and so to deter- 
mine what changes finally would 
prove desirable.

Camp Meade and Fort Hum- 
phreys Will Have New 
Quarters. 


PUREST COLONIAL DESIGN 


Doughoregan Manor, in Maryland, 12 
miles from Camp Meade, on the Ellicott 
City-Frederick road, and 244 miles from 
Ellicott City, will be one of the mod- 
els for new army buildings to be erect- 
ed at Camp Meade and Fort Hum- 
phreys, Va. Proposals for construction 


will be received about May 15, and 
work will be started in June. 

The office of Maj. Gen. B. F. Cheat- 
ham, quartermaster general, is work- 
ing on final plans for new buildings 
at these posts, and pro s to fol- 
low, as far as ible, an adaptation 
of colonial style of architecture in 
their design, basing it on a number of 
fine examples of colonial buildings in 
Maryland and Virginia. 

Doughoregan Manor was built in 
1717 by Charles Carroll, then attorney 
general of Maryland, and was enlarged 
in 1802 by his grandson, Charlies Car- 
roll of Carrollton, first United States 
senator from that State. It was de- 
signed by Maj. Pierre Charles l’Enfant, 
first planner of Washington, and is 
considered one of the finest examples 
of colonial architecture in the country 
today. 

Officers and architects of the quar- 
termaster general's office visited the 
building, where they were received by 
Col. Philip .A. Carroll, present owner, 
and made an inspection.
